16. The amendment filed on 6/17/2002 canceling all claims drawn to the 
elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention 
is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable 
on the elected invention because the elected claims are drawn to a non- woven 
fabric, and the non-elected claims are drawn to a prepreg and circuit board 
which non-elected claims do not resemble the non- woven fabric once the final 
product is formed of prepreg and circuit board..
